celebration. Zion Church was blessed with wonder- | 


ful weather. 


The Fiftieth Anniversary held in November 1884, com- 
menced with a celebration of the Holy Communion at 5:45 
A. M., and following this old tradition, the Centennial Services 
began with a daybreak celebration of the Holy Communion, at 
the same early hour, with one hundred and forty eight in at- 
tendance. The Rector, the Rev. Maxwell W. Rice, was the 
celebrant, assisted by the Curate, the Rev. Erwin Frederic 
Underwood and the Rev. Harold H. R. Thompson, Rector of 
St. Andrew’s Church, Arlington, N. Y. Eighteen of the young 
men who serve at the altar of Zion Church were admitted to 
the Acolytes Guild at this Service. They were:

Twenty nine of the thirty-one candidates for Confirma- 
tion made their first communion at this Service. 

‘ At eight o’clock there was a Memorial Service for the 
faithful departed of the parish, with a second celebration of 
the Holy Communion, At this later Service more than fifty re- 
ceived communion. | 

At quarter past nine a Service for the Church School 
was held in the Church, in charge of the Rev. Erwin Frederic 
Underwood, with an attendance of about two hundred. The 
Senior Warden and Historian of the parish, Mr. W. Willis 
Reese, related to the children and their teachers some anec- 
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dotes about the very early history of the Church under Dr. 
George B. Andrews, the first Rector. 

At 10:30 A. M., the Right Reverend William T. Man- 
ning, Bishop of the Diocese of New York, arrived for Con- 
firmation and to preach the Centennial sermon. 

The procession formed in the Parish House, marched 
to the front of the Church where they were photographed be- 
fore entering. The Rector, Church Wardens, and Vestrymen 
led the procession, followed by the heads of the parish organi- 
zations, the Church choir, the thirty-one candiates for Confir- 
mation, the Acolytes, the visiting clergy, and the Bishop. 

The procession entered the Church singing Hymn 527 
“Saviour, Blessed Saviour.” The order of this Service was:

He spoke with great earnestness.in appreciation of 
the loyalty and devotion of Zion Parish to the Church through- 
out its history and its vital place in the work of the Diocese. 
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After prayers of Thanksgiving and Intercession offered by the 
Bishop, the “Went Creator’ was sung, the Bishop pronounced 
the Benediction, and the great Service closed with the Hymn, 
“O, Jesus, I have Promised”. :

Luncheon to 120 guests of the parish was served at one 
o'clock in the Friendly Room in the basement of the Church 
under the direction of Mrs. Ronald F. Bogle. At its close, Mr. 
Thomson E. Goring, Junior Warden and Chairman, called on 
Bishop Manning for a few words, and at the close of the 
Bishop’s short address, requested also a few words from Rev. 
Philip M. Styles, a former Curate, now Rector of St. George’s 


Church, Newburgh; Rev. William Meldrum of Paterson, N. 


Y.; Rev. Henry Mesier, Rector of St. Thomas’ Church, Farm- 
ingdale, L. I.; and Mr. Rowland Blythe, a former Vestryman, 

It is a sad duty. to record that the Rev. Mr. Mesier, who 
appeared to be in perfect health at the Centennial Services, was 
taken sick, suddenly after his return to his parish, and died at 
St. John’s Hospital, Brooklyn, Sunday, December 2, 1934. He 
was the son of Henry Mesier, for forty-five years a Vestry- 
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man and Warden of Zion Church, and a grandson of Matthew : 
Mesier, both of whom were among the founders of the Church 

and were members of the first Vestry. At the Centennial lunch- 

eon, he seemed very happy and entertained his hearers very 
delightfully with his reminiscences of Dr. Satterlee and the 

Mesier family: in the old days when he was a boy here in this 

village. He is buried in the Mesier plot in the cemetery in 
Wappingers Falls.

THE HISTORICAL COMMMEMORATION 


In the afternoon at three the whole Church including 
the gallery was again filled to overflowing to hear the Rev. 
Dr. E. Clowes Chorley, Historiographer of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church and also of the Diocese of New York who 
delivered the historical address. The Service opened with the 
singing of two processional hymns, “O, Saviour, Precious 
Saviour,” and “Christ the Sure Foundation.’ The opening 
sentences were read by the curate, the Rev. Erwin Frederic 
Underwood and were followed by the reading of the 132nd 
and 122nd psalms by the Rev. William Meldrum. The first 
twenty-five verses of the tenth chapter of the Epistle to the He- 
brews constituted the lesson read by the Rev. Dr. Alexander 
Cummins of Poughkeepsie. The choir sang Andrews beautiful 
anthem, “Build Thee More Stately Mansions, O My Soul,’ 
and the congregation recited the Apostles Creed together. The 
Rev. Henry Mesier led the prayers, after which all sang the 
hymn, “Oh, God, Our Help in Ages Past. The Rector, the 
Rev. Maxwell W. Rice, made the announcements, which were 
followed by the singing of “Praise to the Holiest’. 

The Rev. Dr. Chorley then proceeded with his historical 
address which is printed entire in this record. From the outset 
Dr. Chorley held the attention of the congregation as he out- 
lined the story of the founding of the Episcopal Church in 
America, the coming of Bishop Seabury, the building of Zion 
Church, and the work of successive rectors and many laymen 
in making the Church a powerful influence for good in the 
community.

E ARE gathered here on the 100th Anniversary 
of this parish to walk about our Zion, to mark 
well her bulwarks, tell the towers thereof that 
we may pass on the story to them that come 

after so that they may be able to say, “We have heard with 
our ears, and our fathers have told us, what noble works thou 
didst in their day, and in the old time before them.” The large 
story of these one hundred years, like Tennyson’s grief over 
the death of this friend, Arthur Henry Hallam, can “be told in 
outline and no more.” 

On Wednesday of this week the Church is to celebrate 
the 150th anniversary of the consecration of Samuel Seabury 
as Bishop of Connecticut—Bishop not only the first in America 
but the first Bishop consecrated for service outside Great 
Britain. 

Dutchess County has a special interest in that consecra- 
tion, for the Reverend Samuel Seabury, father of the future 
Bishop, was the first minister of the Church of England to 
minister in the County. As early as 1755 Mr. Seabury, who was 
then missionary at Hempstead, Long Island, was invited by a 
small group of members of the Church of England who had 
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settled in Dutchess to minister to them. He records that in 
November of that year, he rode the eighty miles from Hemp- 
stead, stayed six days, preached four times to large assemblies 
and baptized at Fishkill one adult and ten children, At that 
time the population of the County was about 10,000, with one 
Dutch and one Presbyterian minister and “one Quaker meet- 
ing, but that little attended.” 

In 1756 Mr. Seabury was appointed S. P. G. mission- 
ary in Dutchess County while retaining his charge at Hemp- 
stead. In all he records 108 baptisms in the County. 

It is not possible within the limits of this address to 
trace the development of the Church in the County. Seabury 
died in 1762, and his mantle fell upon the shoulders of the 
Reverend John Beardsley who held his first service at Pough- 
keepsie on Christmas Day, 1766. Later came established 
parishes at Poughkeepsie, Fishkill, Lithgow, Red Hook, Hyde 
Park and what is now Beacon. To this goodly company aa 
pingers Creek was added in 1834. 

Under God, this parish owes its origin to the devoted 
service of the Mesier family who settled here in 1777—nearly 
sixty years before Zion Church was built. Peter Mesier was a 
trustee of Trinity Church, Fishkill, in 1786 and Warden of 
that parish in 1796, 

About the year 1820 Joanna, wife of Matthew Mesier, 
began a Sunday School under the shade of'an old apple tree, 
where the Parish House now stands. It was subsequently re- 
moved to the Mesier barn which stood on the north side of 
Main Street. Out of that little Sunday School sprang Zion 
Church. 


“A LitrLe Cu1tp SHALL LEAD THEM” 


It came under the notice of the Reverend George B. 
Andrews who had removed into the neighborhood from 
Amenia, and he conducted the first service of the Episcopal 
Church in Wappingers on July 14th, 1833. Then followed

monthly services, and the permanent work began in December 
of that year. aa a 

Steps were taken immediately to build a church. Land 
was given by Matthew Mesier and his wife. It was situated 
between the burial ground and the turnpike on the hill in front 
of Mr. Givan’s place. On January 11th, 1834, a subscription 
paper. was circulated for the erection of a church.at an esti- 
mated cost of $2000. There were sixty-four subscribers, and 
donations, ranging from one to three hundred dollars, totalled 
$821.50. 

The parish was incorporated on February 20th, 1834, 
the first Wardens being Matthew Mesier and Benjamin Clapp. 
The Vestrymen were Dr. Peter D. Schenck, Henry Mesier, 
William J. Hughson, James Ingham, Daniel S. Cox, Emery 
Low and Edward D. Sweet. Their names should be held in 
everlasting remembrance. The parish was received into union 
with the convention of the diocese of New York, the first lay 
delegate being Dr. Schenck, a brother of Mrs, Matthew Me- 
sier. Bishop Benjamin T. Onderdonk made his first visitation 
in 1834. He writes: 


“Second Sunday after Trinity, June 8th, in the 
morning preached for the parish of Zion Church, 
Wappingers Creek, in the Methodist Chapel. A 

church is about being erected in this parish, which is 
in charge of the Rev. George B. Andrews who has 
removed thither from his former residence at 
Amenia, in the same County; and who, there being no 
church there, has, for many years rendered faithful 
pastoral service to the neighboring churches of Con- 
~ necticut and to the parish of Lithgow in this diocese.” 


On Saturday, November 15th, the corner-stone of the church 
was laid by Bishop Onderdonk who again preached in the 
Methodist chapel at Middlebush. During the building of the 
church services were conducted in the new schoolhouse. At 
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the first Communion Service held in the house of Matthew 
Mesier there were four communicants. 

The actual cost of the church was $3,810, and money 
had to be borrowed to pay the builders. On May Ist, 1837, 
when the debt stood at $1,478.40, Trinity Church, New York, 
gave a donation of $750. In the earlier years Dr, Andrews re- 
ceived no stipend. For the years 1836 and 1837 the total parish 
expenses were $295.02. In 1837 the collections amounted to 
$27.91; in 1838 they rose to $32.50. 

The church was consecrated by Bishop Onderdonk on 
May 6th, 1836. 

The work grew steadily. The first report of the parish 
in the Journal of 1836 mentions six marriages; eleven baptisms 
and thirteen communicants, and adds the statement that “the 
interests of Episcopacy are steadily advancing. A Sunday 
School numbering about seventy, with an average attendance 
of about fifty, prospers. The first Confirmation took place on 
September 20th, 1837, when ten persons were confirmed. 

Divine service was held twice on Sundays; service with 
Lecture on Wednesday evenings and the church was opened 
on the greater Festivals. Lent was faithfully observed and 
daily services were held in Holy Week. The Holy Communion 
was administered monthly and at Christmas, Easter and the 
Feast of Pentecost. 

By 1838 the number of communicants had increased to 
forty-five and thirty were enrolled in a weekly Bible Class. A 
bell was presented by George B. Reese of Philadelphia, and 
St. Mark’s in the Bowerie, New York, gave a marble font. 
The church property was enclosed by a stone wall. Of that 
time it was reported that “through the will and favor of God, 
this church has steadily advanced in both temporal and spirit- 
ual prosperity’, and in 1844 the report ran: “Through the 
mercy of God, the prospects of the Church in this parish, are 
highly encouraging.” 

The opening of the factories in 1851 led to a consider- 
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able increase in the congregation. A little later the parish had 
156 families and the children are described “as well versed in 
the Catechism.” 

The interior of the old church was as simple as it was 
quaint. A wine-glass pulpit, reached by a winding staircase, 
was set against the reredos and towered above the Holy Table 
as the altar was called in those days. In 1854 the old pulpit 
was removed and a new Apsidal chancel was provided. 

The original church sufficed for a little over thirty 
years, but it proved to be inadequate. There were nearly 1,000 
persons connected with the parish; 200 communicants and 250 
Sunday School children, while the church seated only 300. The 
children were excluded for lack of room, and as Mr. Satterlee 
said, “the congregation had entirely outgrown the church.” At 
a meeting held to consider the matter a subscription list for 
the enlargement of the church was opened. Five subscriptions 
of $500 each were promised at the meeting. The last service 
in the old church was held on the Feast of St. John the Evan- 
gelist, and for six months worship was carried on in the base- 
ment. 

The enlargement consisted of a new choir and chancel 
which permitted the addition of thirty pews. The cost was 
$10,000. The chancel windows were given in memory of Mat- 
thew Mesier, first Warden; Meredith Howland gave a new 
bell, and Henry Suydam the choir stalls, and the children of 
the Sunday School presented the Font. The church was re- 
opened on July 18, 1869, the preacher being Bishop Horatio 
Potter. Later Mr. Grinnell paid for a gallery at the end of 
the church. 

During its one ‘hundred years Zion Church has had but 
seven rectors. Four - Andrews, Satterlee, Steele and Evarts - 
have entered the happy harbor of God’s saints. Three - Pott, 
Cunningham, Rice - are still happily at work in the high places 
of the field. 

First on the honored roll stands the name of George B. 
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Andrews, rector for forty-two years. Born in Boston, on July 
9th, 1786, he was for a time a teacher in the Livingston family 
at Red Hook, and on October 20th, 1818, at the age of thirty- 
two, he was made Deacon by Bishop John Henry Hobart, and 
advanced to priesthood three years later by Bishop Brownell 
of Connecticut. For several years he served as missionary at 
Kent, Sharon and New Preston, in the diocese of Connecticut. 
In 1826, while retaining these charges, he took up his resi- — 
dence at Amenia, in Dutchess County. In 1833 he removed to 
‘Hughsonville, where he lived till 1845. At the time of his re- 
moval here, he was forty-eight years of age. 

He did not confine his work to Wappingers. From time 
to time he ministered at Lithgow, Amenia and celebrated the 
first Eucharist at Pleasant Valley. He was wont to cross the 
river in a rowboat to officiate at Marlborough. During that 
time Zion parish contributed funds towards the erection of 
churches at Amenia, Rhinebeck, Milton and Piermont. 

But his great love was for Wappingers. There he 
preached what proved to be his last sermon on April 28th, 
1872, and one week later for the last time dispensed the Sac- 
rament to his beloved people. Severely injured by a drunken 
servant, for the last three years of his life he was confined to 
the house, and died on August 20th, 1875, at the great age of 
ninety ; and in the fifty-seventh year of his ministry. In point 
of age he was the senior presbyter of the diocese, and was de- 
scribed by his Bishop as “preeminent for his sweet, engaging 
Christian character.” The Vestry Minute speaks of him as “a 
faithful steward; a man of singular refinement and purity; of 
childlike simplicity of character and of entire self-devotion to 
his high calling.” 

Ten years before the death of Dr. Andrews, Henry 
Yates Satterlee had been called to assist in the work of the 
parish at a stipend of $500, increased to $750 on his marriage. 
He lived in a cottage on the Grinnell estate and on the death 
of Dr. Andrews was immediately called as rector. The story 
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of his ministry at Wappingers has been beautifully described 
in his biography called “The Master Builder,’ written by 
Bishop Brent. Under his vigorous leadership Zion became 
known throughout the Church as a model parish. He organ- 
ized the work into four Departments - The Infant School; the 
Volunteer choir; the Aid and Employment Society and the 
Weekly Free Night School. Then followed the Men’s Bible 
Class led by Mr. Grinnell, and later a Church Home for fac- 
tory girls. He was the superintendent of his own Sunday 
School and established a Normal class for the teachers. Under 
his direction work was begun in a room in 1876 at New Ham- 
burgh where there were thirty-six scholars and church services 
were held in the afternoon. 

For many years the Sunday School met in the basement 
of the church and Mr. Satterlee dreamed of a building which 
would adequately house the activities of the parish, and in 1877 
he secured land for such a building. During his absence abroad 
funds were raised as a surprise gift and on August 28th, 1881, 
the corner-stone of the Parish House was laid in a day when 
Parish Houses were comparatively rare. It was completed in 
January, 1882, at a cost of $10,000. The Cloister and most of 
the class rooms were memorials. 

This effort proved to be the topstone of Dr. Satterlee’s 
work in this parish, and fittingly it stood on the spot where the 
first Sunday: School met in 1820, Dr. Satterlee accepted a call 
to the rectorship of Calvary Church, New York, in 1882, and 
in 1895 was elected the first Bishop of Washington where he 
founded the National Cathedral. He died February 22nd, 1908, 
leaving behind the precious memory of one who in all the 
manifold relations of life did justly, loved mercy and walked 
humbly before God. 

He was succeeded here as rector by the Reverend 
Doctor J. Nevett Steele - he was a Doctor of Music - who had 
been Assistant minister of Calvary Church, and who before 
entering the ministry had practiced law in Baltimore, Dr. 
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Steele wisely built on the foundations already laid and added 
his own distinctive contributions to the life of the parish. He 
founded the double chorus choir of seventy members ; likewise 
the Altar Society; the Young Women’s Missionary Depart- 
ment; the Girl’s Guild and the St. Andrew’s Guild for men 
and boys. Under his leadership the parish embarked on the 
building of a Rectory which was completed in 1887 at a cost 
of $13,000. Two years later he resigned to become Vicar of 
Trinity Church in the City of New York. 

His successor in this parish was the Reverend Prescott 
Evarts, son of Senator William M. Evarts and a graduate of 
Harvard. Prior to coming to Zion Church he had been Assist- 
ant Minister at the Church of the Holy Communion, New 
York. Coming to a parish which was unusually well organized, 
he developed the work and worthily maintained its traditions. 
During his time $14,000. were spent on the improvement of 
the church. A clock and tubular chimes were presented in 
memory of Mrs. Fannie Bowdoin and Mrs. Fanny Kingsford, 
and memorial windows were placed in memory of Matthew 
Mesier. Loyal to the doctrine, discipline and worship of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church, Dr. Evarts was a faithful dis- 
penser of the Word and the Sacraments, a diligent pastor, and 
under his quiet leadership the life of the parish was like 

: “The tide, which moving, seems asleep, 
Too full for sound or foam.” 
He resigned in 1900 to become rector of Christ Church, Cam- 
bridge, under the shadow of his Alma Mater, and died at 
Saranac Lake, on Saturday, April 13, 1931. 
Andrews - Satterlee - Steele - Evarts 
“Home they're gone, 
And taen their wages.” 

They rest from their labors, but their works do follow 
them. God rest their souls! 

Of the living rectors it is hardly becoming to speak in 
this presence. William H. Pott - a master of the King’s Eng- 
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lish and a polished preacher bringing out of the treasury of 
truth things new and old. Kindly, the friend of all and the 
enemy of none - Gerald Cunningham of the twinkling eye and 
whimsical smile; the theological rebel bolshevist whose hetro- 
doxy of Wappingers has become the orthodoxy of Stamford. 
His dream of a federation of Protestant churches in Wappin- 
gers is yet of the tarrying vision, but one day will come to 
fruit. And now, Marwell W. Rice - Max - solid, sober, like 
Michael Angelo “toiling terribly,” and always ringing true. 
Verily Zion Church has been blessed in its Priests. 

And assuredly not less in its long line of devoted lay- 
men. I know of no parish where the priesthood of the laity 
has been more perfectly exemplified. But few can here find 
mention, The parish owes much to the Mesier family. Matthew 
Mesier gave the land on which the church stands and was the 
first Warden. Its steadfast friend until his death. Henry Me- 
sier drew in his own wagon most of the stone for the building 
of the church and was a member of the first Confirmation 
class. He served as Vestryman for many years and was War- 
den from 1853 till his death in 1881. William Henry Reese 
went on the Vestry in 1875 and served as Warden for thirty- 
four years. For twenty-four years he was honorary organist 
and choirmaster. During the rectorship of Dr. Evarts he was 
instrumental in raising the money to build the Chapel at New 
Hamburgh and as lay reader had charge of the services there 
for sixteen years. 

But the noblest Roman of them all was Irving Grinnell, 
known and loved by all and the friend of little children. Bap- 
tized a Unitarian he attached himself to the Episcopal Church 
through the influence of Dr. Satterlee. For fifty-five years he 
served on the Vestry; forty-three as Warden. Not until the 
books unfold and the stars grow cold will the good he accom- 
plished be revealed. 

A courtly gentleman; chivalrous; courteous; he was 
humble in spirit; a lever alike of God and man, going in and 
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out as one that serveth. No one can ever forget his reverent 
reading of Holy Scripture in Divine service, nor his Bible 
Classes for men and women; nor his work as teacher and Sun- 
day School superintendent. He was a generous though unos- 
tentatious giver. If there ever lived a man in whom was no 
guile, that man was Irving Grinnell. Well might the Vestry 
say, “We are grateful for the privilege of having had him so 
long with us as a dear friend and associate. We bless God's 
holy name for this valiant servant of God.” 

And now, as you come to the end of your first hundred 
years you may sing your Te Dewm to the giver of every good 
and perfect gift. The lines have fallen unto you in pleasant 
places, and you have a goodly heritage. See to it that you prove 
worthy of your inheritance. 

You now stand on the threshold of a new century of 
parish life. It will be shot through with the inevitable changes 
and chances of this mortal life, but one thing is certain; the 
God of your Fathers will be the God of their succeeding race. 

These are dark and difficult days for the Church, but 
she is founded on the Rock and the gates of hell shall not pre- 
vail against her. Be of good courage as you meet the coming 
years for the best is yet to be. 


Go forward, and as you go
